SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Superintendent of Schools respectfully submits the follow- 
ing report :— 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Mr. Silas W. Dana, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term of seven weeks, Miss Adah M. Davis, teacher. 
Miss Davis in this her first effort in teaching, evinced a talent for 
the duties of the school-room. : 

Winter term of eight weeks was taught by Mrs. Sarah J. Baker. 
With a teacher of her ability and experience, the term ‘could not 
well be otherwise than profitable. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Mr. Enos Woodard, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term of eight weeks, Miss Ina E. Bartlett, teacher. 
This school, when visited near its commencement, presented a very 
good appearance, but cannot judge of the progress made, as your 
committee did not visit it but once. 

Fall term of eight weeks, Miss Nellie L. Rowe, teacher. When 
visited near its commencement this school gave evidence of de- 

cided success. As it was not visited but once, cannot judge of 
the progress made, but presume it was good. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Mr. Samuel Shaw, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term of six weeks, Miss Rosa M. Blodgett, teacher. 
This term was as successful as could reasonably be expected under 
the circumstances. ‘The scholars, from various causes, were irregu- 
_lar in attendance. The teacher was competent and faithful, and 
the scholars regularly attending made good improvement, 
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Winter term of eight weeks, taught by. Mr. Warren T. Bagley. 
This school appeared well when visited at its commencement. 
But the register shows that the scholars were very irregular in 
attendance, and some of the scholars that belong in the district 
did not attend at all; but it would have been very much more to” 
their credit if they had been where they had ought to have been, 
in the school-room. ‘This record goes to confirm the statement 
that there are two parties in this district, and if one party thinks 
they have got a good school the other side are always displeased 
with the teacher, and do all they can to injure the school and wzce 
versa. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Mrs. Jonathan Merrill, Prudential Committee. 

Fall term of twelve weeks was taught by Miss Adah M. Davis, 
which was her second attempt at teaching, and succeeded very 
well. ‘This district showed the cleanest register of any in town, 
with only two half day absences in the whole term. 


DISTRICT NO. s. 


Mr. John Jones, Prudential Committee. | 

Summer term of eight weeks, Miss Alice V. Trow, teacher. 
Miss ‘Trow was highly successful. By her amiable manners she 
endeared herself to her pupils, who made excellent progress in all 
branches attended to. 

Fall term of eight weeks, Miss B. Josie Baker, teacher. Ener- 
getic and faithful labor on the part of the teacher, with respectful 
obedience and diligence of the scholars, resulted in rapid and 
thorough progress. 

Winter term of twelve weeks, Mr. F. M. Richards, teacher. 
Mr. Richards is a teacher of considerable experience, who labored 
hard for the advancement of this school, and succeeded in keep- 
ing the school together very well considering. And it would have 
been better for school and teacher if a “few” individuals had 
minded their own business and kept their children at school, where 
they ought to have been. “A word to the wise,” &c. In closing 
my report I cannot refrain from exhorting the people of this dis-

trict to make a more united effort to sustain their teachers (more 
particularly the winter term of school) in the government of their 
pupils, and to teach the children “at home,” that the school-room 
is the place for respectful and implicit obedience. Until this effort 
is made, this the winter term of school will not take the rank that 
its situation and amount of school funds should secure for it. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Mr. John E. Baker, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term of nine weeks, Miss Addie F. Bixby, teacher. 
This school appeared very well when visited near its commence- 
ment, but could not judge of progress matle as was not notified of 
its close, but hear favorable reports. 

Winter term of eleven weeks, Miss Mary J. Eaton, teacher. 
Miss Eaton is an exellent teacher, and under her care this was a 
model school, and deserves the thanks of this district ; and merited 
especial mention for the persistency with which she contended 
for thoroughness and strict discipline. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Mr. Auren M. Lewis, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term of ten weeks was very successfully taught by 
Miss Annie G. Morse, who is a wide-awake teacher, and imparts 
enthusiasm to her scholars. 

Fall term of thirteen weeks was taught by Miss Nellie G. Put- 
nam. ‘This was Miss Putnam’s first experience in teaching. Your 
committee cannot judge of the progress made as he was not 
present at the closing examination, but presume it was good. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Mr. Robert Wright, Prudential Committee. 

Summer them of eight weeks was taught by Miss Clara E. 
Fisher, with a good degree of success. We think the people of 
this district were generally satisfied with her efforts. ‘The closing 
exercises showed that the teacher labored hard for the benefit of 
her scholars. 
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Fall term of five weeks, Miss Nellie V. Kempton, teacher. 
This teacher was young and inexperienced. Order not quite up 
to the standard. ‘This school was broken by frequent absences. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Mr. George L. Nichols, Prudential Committee. . 

Summer term of eight weeks, and Fall of twelve, was under the 
tuition of Miss Belle C. Shaw, who sustained her former reputation 
as a teacher. Closing exercises interesting. 


DIS tCRIC TNO so: 


Mr. George O. Gillingham, Prudential Committee. 

Fall term of ten weeks. The one term in this district was taught 
by Miss L. Belle Howlett. She appeared to enjoy the good-will 
of her pupils in the usual degree, and consequently the improve- 
ment was satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Mr. Andrew Fellows, Prudential Committee. 

Fall term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Lizzie L. Brown. 
The teacher says: “The fall term of school was pleasant and 
interesting, the scholars were kind, obedient, willing to learn, made 
good progress in their studies, advancing steadily in whatever was 
undertaken. ‘The parents seemed to take a great degree of in- 
terest in the school, but seldom manifested that interest by visiting 
it.” The closing exercises were very good. The paper edited by 
Miss Fellows deserves mention. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Mr. Edwin B. Lear, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term of eight weeks, Miss Mattie F. Robertson, teacher. 
As your committee was not notified of its commencement or close, 
we have no means of judging of the progress made. 

Fall term of nine weeks was taught by Miss Mira W. Morgan, 
who is a live, energetic teacher, and the school was conducted 
with a good degree of interest, which was shown by teacher and 
scholars.

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GENERAL REMARKS. 


There has been, inthe aggregate, one hundred and eighty-four 
weeks of school the past year, at an expense of $683. There 
has been employed twenty different teachers, who have given 
general satisfaction. ‘There has attended the different schools in 
town, two hundred and twenty-five scholars, at an expense of $35 
per scholar. The average standing of the scholars has undoubt- 
edly improved. -This is owing to the prevalence of better views of 
the design of the common-school education, and better methods 
of government. “In times past the oilof birch was too freely dis- 
pensed to the scholars both old and young attending school, and 
now it is not dispensed freely enough ; there is atime for all things, 
and all things intheirtime.” ‘ Order was God’s first law.” There 
are fewer neglected scholars ; we witness less rudeness in speech 
and deportment; books and benches are less abused, and the 
grounds about the school-buildings are more cleanly and reputa- 
ble. Weneed some means by which scholars may be sure to 
attend school of some sort, either public, private, or at home. 
The law says they must do this, or their parents or guardian be 
fined ; but what means will you take to collect fines of people 
who are scarcely able to provide bread for their families? The 
non-attending scholars belong, for the most part, to that class of 
individuals. 

When any scholar becomes too large to observe strictly the rules 
and regulations necessary for the progress of the scholars, he has 
become too large to continue his connection with the school. If 
he must be schooled, let him be placed in the school of moral 
reform. ‘The outlay is too great, and the interest too momentous 
and far-reaching to permit an invasion of its sanctum, or an inter- 
. ference with its province, that shall retard its work or subvert the 
purposes of its exalted mission. Such should be the elevating ten- 
dency of the national safeguards, that the scholar can be readily 
distinguished from the street loiterer. ‘The school-room should be 
educational in its highest and truest sense. It should inspire the 
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young with the motives of a higher life, and excite to virtuous 
aims and nobler deeds. . 

Our schools are what we make them ; and when we make them 
what they should be, they will reflect honor upon whom honor is due. 
Our common schools must remain the only royal highway over 
which our youth may walk to fame and usefulness. No person 
transacts business for successive weeks and months without mak- 
ing some mistakes ; and no teacher terminates a school without 
failing in some point ; and this error on the part of the teacher,— 
which in general, should be charitably regarded—is in many in- 
stances, maliciously magnified until his influence over his school,— 
and consequently their interest and advantage,—is forever lost. 
Another cause which has contributed largely to the disadvantage 
of some of our schools the past year, is the want of harmony 
between members of the same district. They appear to be exceed - 
ingly alarmed lest some one of their neighbor’s children will receive 
more attention or advance with greater rapidity than their own, 
and instantly they raise the cry of “ partiality,” deeming it to be 
the duty of the teacher to furnish, ready-made, the “ capacity ” 
that the wealthy but illiterate mother attempted to purchase 
for her daughter. While in some of the districts the parents 
have manifested a creditable interest in their schools, which they 
have shown by frequent visits, a majority of the school registers 
show but few visits of the actual patrons of the school. I make 
these remarks with kindness toward all and enmity to none. In 
concluding this my third annual report I desire to express my 
sincere thanks to scholars, parents, and teachers generally.
